The Polish vessels BALTYK, BIALYSTOK, KOPALNIA WUJEK, 
NARWIK and WYSPANSKI are known to have carried cargo 

to Cuba. In addition newspaper DZIENNIK BALTYCKI March 

6, 1962 reported ocsning of ε regular line betweeh Poland 
and Cuba using 1. ships. Newspaper GLOS SZEZECINSKI April 
30, 1962 also reported this line and indicated the use of 
five Polish ships. Information re cargo 18 sketchy but 
possibility transport Czech arms cannot be excluded. 


In addition Poland has already delivered two fishing trawlers 
to Cuba and is building four merchant ships Sierra Maestra 
(completed), Commandant Farjaro, Aracelio Iglicia and Camilio 
Cienfuego. Earlier reports indicated these ships being 
built East Germany but weight evidence now indicates 
construction in Poland. ᾿
